Input will be used in support of an 
application for the state's Active Transportation Program grant.

Watts Rising

develop the 'Watts Rising' application for the Transformative Climate Communities grant 
program. The grant team hosted members of the review panel on Wednesday 1/10 for a 
community planning exercise. If awarded, the project will support new electric DASH buses and 
safety improvements for people walking, biking, driving, and taking transit in the Watts 
neighborhood. 


Alhambra Avenue Improvements: Ground Breaking 

On Saturday, January 13th, LADOT joined Councilmember Huizar, the City of Los Angeles 
Bureau of Engineering, City of Los Angeles Bureau of Street Services, El Sereno Arroyo 
Playground Vecinos and Concerned Neighbors of El Sereno, at the El Sereno Arroyo 
Playground to celebrate the beginning of the Alhambra Avenue Improvements. The project 
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involves resurfacing Alhambra Avenue from Valley Boulevard to the Alhambra City Limit, 
reconfiguration of traffic lanes, a newly marked crosswalk with Rectangular Rapid Flashing 
Beacon at Alhambra Avenue and Hollister Avenue, a new traffic signal at Alhambra Avenue and 
Lowell Avenue, new sidewalk, retaining wall, and curb extension on the north side of Alhambra 
Avenue just east of Lowell Avenue.
